HIGH LIGHTS IN BILL OF 
COMPLAINT AND MEASURE 

IT SEEKS TO INVALIDATE 


The complaint filed with the Superior Court by which 
It Is sought to stop the Central Avenue Improvement and 
all other work now in progress or to be undertaken here¬ 
after under the unemployment relief ordinance, asks the court 
to declare the ordinance null and void and to enjoin and re¬ 
strain the City Council and other officials "from preforming 
any work or paying out any money whatsoever under and by 
virtue of the provisions of Ordinance 348” (the unemployment 
relief measure). 

It would “forever enjoin and restrain” the Council from 
passing "any resolutions of intention” for any further im¬ 
provement projects contemplated by the ordinance, from order¬ 
ing any plans and specifications, employing any labor, buying 
any materials or using any city equipment or machinery to 
carry through such improvements and prays that the Council 
and other officials be required to pay into the city treasury 
any money already expended on Central Avenue or on the 
paving of Esperanza street. Orange Grove avenue or else¬ 
where, where the work has been done under the authority 
of Ordinance 348. 

The main attack on its legality is based on the conten¬ 
tion that Sierra Madre, being a city of the sixth class, la with¬ 
out authority to pa.ss a proceedure ordinance of its own, but 
must operate under the State Improvement Act. 

The Ordinance No. 348, which It is sought to have set 
aside, was evolved by the City Council, and the Central Relief 
Committee as a mea.sure at once to provide work for the 
city’s unemployed and to carry forward certain Improvements 
without the high overhead—engineering, legal and other costs 
Imposed by the State Improvement Acts, which have pre¬ 
vented the paving of more than five miles of dirt streets 
within the city boundaries. 

Under its provision two streets have already been paved— 
Esperanza street and West Orange Grove avenue— at a cost 
to the property owners of one cent a .square foot, with a less 
cost to the city. The suit seeks to prevent completion of the 
improvement of Ea.st Central avenue which has been authorized 
by the Council, which work Is now in progress, at a guaran¬ 
teed cost of 2 cents a square foot to the affected property 
owners, the remainder to be paid for out of an allocation of 
$16,000 by Los Angelas county, made to assist the city in de¬ 
fraying the cost of creating a street to conform with the 
proposed county extension of Central avenue through the 
Hastings ranch into Pasadena. 

Petitions are now being circulated by the property owners 
for the Improvement of four other streets under the ordinance 
now under attack.

Solicitor Phil Dodson was present, 
the full force of city employes 
resumed work on the Central ave¬ 
nue project at noon, members of 
the Council and other city offi¬ 
cials having agreed to become 
personally responsible for any 
financial obligations incurred by 
proceeding with the improvement, 
in the event that the attack of 
the Belohlavek-Isaacs faction 
should be successful. 

The city has 10 days in which 
to fUe an answer to the bill of 
complaint Issued over the signa¬ 
tures of H. J. Kohl, Albert N. 
Croxson, F. G. Floyd, Caroline 1. 
Morton, Carrie Justus Nash and 
A. M. Udell. Following such an 
answer a date wUl probably be 
fixed for a hearing. 

Unless the court should then 
issue an injunction, which is re¬ 
garded as highly improbable, the 
preliminaries to the effort to have 
Ordinance 348 declared of no ef¬ 
fect may drag on indefinitely. 

R. A. Linn, of Los Angeles, 
who has appeared as attorney for 
the Belohlavek-Isaacs faction in 
various attempts to obstruct the 
City Council, appears as attor¬ 
ney in the present proceeding. 

The bill of complaint is almost 
identical with the protest Mr. 
Linn filed with the CouncU on 
March 9, the date Councl fixed 
for the hearing of protests against 
the Central avenue improvement. 
Its main contention is that the 
City of Sierra Madre being a 
city of the sixth class, was with¬ 
out authority to enact a street 
improvement act of its own, and 
that Ordinance 348, under which 
the street improvements are be- 
injg carried forward. Is therefore 
without effecL Also that proceed¬ 
ings under the ordinance are "in 
violation of Article V of the 
amendments to the Constitution 
of the United States, and in 
violation of Section 13, Article 1 
of the Constitution of the State 
of California.” 

None of the complainants are 
residents of, or proi>erty owners 
on Central avenue. H. J. Kohl 
sets forth that he is the owner of 
lots 22, 23 and 24 in tract 1360, 
Sycamore Place. Albert N. Crox¬ 
son gives lot 35 in tract 2456, 
C^yon Park, as his real estate. 
F. G. Floyd sets forth that he 
is the owner of lot 15 in Canon 
tract. Carolin F. Morton, wife of 
D. F. Morton of East Orange 
Grove avenue, claims ownership 
of "part of lot 8, Sierra Madre 
tract.” Carrie Justus Nash, wife 
of Joseph P. Nash, of Alta 'Vista 
Drive, gives her holdings as "lots 
344, 345, 348, 349 and 352, tract 
2456,” Canyon Park. A. M. Udell 
gives the real estate owned by 
him as lot 24, Sierra Madre tract.

local a.ssociation is the second 
largest shipper of lemons in the 
United States, being exceeded 
only by the Upland Association^ 
The Upland crop, although siT- 
perior in quantity, is not equal 
to the Sierra Madre product in 
quality, according to citrus au¬ 
thorities. 

"Last season our association 
.shipped 308,144 boxes of fruit,” 
.said Mr. Pegler. "These were 
distributed through the Elast, 
Canada and, England, and on 
every box the name ’Sierra 
Madre’ appeared. These consisted 
of 147,210 boxes of lemons. 144,- 
19.3 boxes of oranges, and 16,- 
741 boxes of grapefruit.

T. W. Neale said that on Sat¬ 
urday lie had a call for a four- 
acre place and a second call on 
Sunday. "People of means around 
Los Angeles are wakening up to 
the fact that Sierra Madre pre¬ 
sents more attraction than any 
place within commuting distance 
of Los Angeles,” said Neale. 

Janies N. Hawks, of the An¬ 
drews & Hawks real estate firm 
had two Los Angeles prospects 
looking at homesltes of consider¬ 
able size in the Scenic Point sec¬ 
tion on Sunday and on Tuesday a 
Santa Monica family spent nearly 
half a day looking over home sites 
in the northern section of th» 
city.

Free flour for Sierra Madre’s 
needy was in the offing today as 
members of the local Red Cross 
conducted a survey to determine 
how large an amount would be 
needed here over a three-month 
period. 

Recent Congressional enact¬ 
ments have made available a 
stock of government wheat valued 
at more than $5,000,000 for use 
by the country’s needy families, 
according to W. R. Humphries, 
chairman of the local Red Cross. 
The wheat, held in government 
warehouses by the Farm Board, 
will be milled and distributed 
through local chapters of the 
American Red Cross, he said. 

Co-Incident with his announce¬ 
ment regarding the flour, Mr. 
Humphries said that the local re¬ 
lief organization has received a 
shipment of 75 pairs of khaki 
pants, donated by Mr. N. Harris, 
head of the Union Manufacturing 
Company, of Los Angeles. The 
pants arc In young men’s sizes 
and will be distributed where 
needed. 

Mrs. H. D. Ross, of 86 E. High- 
lanil avenue, is handling the 
work In connection with distribu¬ 
tion of the flour, Mr. Humphries 
said. B.ased on an average fam¬ 
ily requirement of 10 pounds of 
flour a month, a three month’s 
supply for local relief use would 
call for upwards of 1500 pounds, 
the Red Cross chairman said. 

In addition to those placed on 
"odd jobs” of several hours dura¬ 
tion. the local relief committee 
placed approximately 57 unem¬ 
ployed men on city Improvements 
during the first part of the month 
of March. The men were used in 
the following order, acconling to 
Assistant City Clerk Dan Lewis; 
18 on .street Improvements, 17 
water Improvements, 14 on gro¬ 
cery orders (working on park¬ 
ways and in Bailey Canyon) 4 
clearing Bailey Canyon, and 4 
doing miscellaneous work.

Construction of a $1,250,000 
highway in San Gabriel Canyon, 
made necessary by Pasadena and 
county dams in that area, was 
practically assured tody following 
approval by the county board of 
supervisors of the muiti-party 
program to finance the project.

HOW TO DESIGN YOUR 
GROUNDS 

A lthough well designed gar¬ 
dens are becoming numerous 
most home owners are con¬ 
tent with the layout of their 
home grounds which was given 
them by the subdivider. That is. 
they accept the sidewalks, back 
fence and side boundaries as suf¬ 
ficient delineation of their gar¬ 
den area and proceed to plant lit¬ 
tle or much within this area with¬ 
out further attempt at design. 

In some cases there is resis¬ 
tance to the idea of designing, a 
feeling that outdoors calls for in¬ 
formality, and that any interfer¬ 
ence with haphazard arrangement 
is stiff and pretentious. It may 
be so, indeed, but on the othei 
hand, a reallv beautiful expression 


to overiook or disguise a badly 
planted tree. After a few years a 
mistake in tree planting is diffi¬ 
cult to correct. Nothing gives 
more beauty to the home than 
well placed trees or detracts more 
than badly placed trees. 

The first object in planting 
trees is to create a ’ ‘

San Gabriel Council, of which 
I our troops are a part, has come 
to the conclusion that a new line 
up must be made, and only those 
troops allowed to remain in the 
Council that pay a proportionate 
share of the Council activities. 
Two years ago we macte ruch a 
contribution but since then have 
done nothing. The Council has 
carried us as a sort of friendly 
"goofl turn” but can do so no 
longer, and they ask us to tell 
them what is our purpose. Surely 
we are ready to do our own 
share and not rely on Pasa- 
den.a. 

These Council activities are the 
high points of Scouting. They 
embrace those things which a 
community cannot do by itself, 
but which constitute the essence 
of real Scout work.

Besides the use of these camps, 
under trained leaders, there is 
the sifpervision of executives, the 
keeping of records, making of

framing the house and giving it 
background. Tall trees should not 
be planted in front of the house 
where they will screen the view 
unless it is desired to hide some 
portion of the building, A second¬ 
ary object in tree planting is to 
provide shade. 

If you know just what a tree 
is to do, it is ea.sy to select the 
varietv you need, and the loca¬ 
tion for it. Perhaps it is intended 
to frame the view of the house. 
Then it should grow to the prop¬ 
er height, when mature, so that 
it is in scale with the house, and 
it should have a crown so shaped 
as to harmonize with the archi¬ 
tecture. There will usually be 
several locations permissible and 
one may be chosen which will be 
most satisfactory for shade. 

A garden seat or terrace will 
be more r leasant if it is shaded 
by a tree in the afternoon. Or a 
porch, or window may be made 
more inviting by this protection 
from the summer sun. A little in¬ 
vestigation at the right time on 
a sunny day will help you deter¬ 
mine just where a tree should be 
planted to cast the desired shade; 
having in mind, always, the shape 
and height of the tree.

Plant Rare Trees 
Sent Here By U.S. 
In Baitey Canyon 

Professor Oskar Seilmg, head of 
Uie Planning Commission, is plant¬ 
ing in Bailey Canyon a tree but 
rarely planted in this climate. 
The trees, consisting of Chilean 
cedars, were sent to W. R. Hum¬ 
phries by the United States De¬ 
partment of agriculture, and were 
germinated here in the city lathe 
house. The seeds were obtained "by 
the Federal body from the Argen¬ 
tine National Arboretum at Isle 
Victoria, South America. 

! Because the Sierra Madre cii- 
mate so ciosely approaches that 
of the trees native heath it is 
e.\pected the cedars will flourish 
here.
